3. A Leſſon of Contentation : Let us be contented with our 
condition though never fo Poor: Though thy apparel be mean, 
and thy diet mean:mean things become a vile body.

with ir, for our bodies for the preſent are vile bodies : Thou 
canſt not be poorer then thou werrt at f;r/*, and wilt be at /aft ;

And though thou haſt a diſeaſed and ſickly body, and haſt mer 
with many loſſes and crofles, yet be contented ; remember 
that the bodies of the beſt of Saints in this life are wi/e bodies.

He was 
very orthodox, and ſound in judgment, he had no firirual

So bad men quickly vaniſh, and are gone 
Buried in earth and dark oblivion. 
But thoſe like thee whoſe more enlarged breaſt 
With better thoughts and: purer fire '*s poſſeſt ; 
Who make themſelves no ſcope to which. they bend
